The judge after some hesitancy complied with 
his request. 
ITCHING FOR A SENSATION. 

About this time Mr Lawrence,a street preach- 
ing evengelist, spoke to Gus about the 
importance of thinki:g seriously on religious 
matters. This raised the temper of the Catho 
lic priest, who told him to go about bis busi 
ness, that Mr. Johnson had made his selection, 
and had esked him to cfficiate as minister, 
and that he would not have any iuterference.

A #*K ETCH OF HIS LIFE. 


On yesterday, Augustus J. Johnson 
was hung ia Rome, Georgia, for the crime of 
murdetr—Daniel Alford being the victim that 
had fal.en at his hands. We present below an 
account of Johnson's life. It is impousib’e, so 
imp*rfect is the testimony, and so conflicting, 
to reach the truth of the eccount. 
It is based partiy on Johaoson’s own confes- 
sior,a writen accuunt of which is in our por - 
session —partiy on the testimony filed with the 
governor, snd partly on the in‘ormation that we 
bave obtained from persons who are supposed 
to oe acquainted with the (acta. With these re 
marks, we submit the eccount. It may betruein 
whole--it iscertainly truein part. These things 
that sre unsupported by Johnson's confer- 
:10n sisnply ere given as ramors. Those things 
sustained by the record are pub/ished as facts ; 

' A WoRD ABOUT JOMNSON’S FAMILY. 
Too much: cauvot be saidin praise of the fam 
ily of which Johnson was a member. It is one 
of the sturdiest, most reepectabie and ir finen- 
tia] farmiiles in the upper part of the state. Its 
mem rs bold bi; bh position, socially and poli:- 
cally, and epjoy the « teem and respect of their 
fellow-cit'ysns. Witu the exception of tbis 
bomicida: trait which seems to bave struck the 
blood of young Gus Jobhaoron and his brother 
Ab, tb2re is ncthing in the family record that 
emacks of dishouor. Co). Jeff Johnson (Gus 
Johuson's father) was a brave and generous 
man. He was bitter as a foe, but devoted 
asa friend. Freque.tly hurried into difficulties, 
by his rash and imyp<tuous temper, he never 
was accused of taking advantage of afoe. Asa 
soldier in ihe coufed«rate army, he was noted 
for bis conspicuous gallaptry and daring. He 
bad a host of friends who ioved him to his 
death, aud who, in loveof his memory, strenu- 
ously interposed to save his ill-fated son from 
the gs'iiows. He wis himself assassinated one 
day; the aames of his siayers never having been 
divulged, and hard)y guessed at. Gus John- 
son's mother is a devout and Christian lady—a 
woma who, amid ail ber trials, has been loyal 
to ber chii¢ren, true to her duty and bas won 
aud worn the respect of all who know her. His 
wife has such a character also, and hés ex~ 
hibited the heroism and divinity of love by her 
devotion to her husband amid his terrible deg- 
radation. His eldest brother, Ab, who hang, 
efter a moet adventurous career, heaving killed 
reyeral inen, and showing much the same hon - 
icidal maria that Gus dispiayed so conspicn- 
ously. He has a younger brother, Jeff, who is 
said to be & quict, peeceable boy, as brave asa 
little lion, when a difficulty is force? on him, 
but doing all that he cen to avoid one. He 
lives with hie mother, and is destined, most 
plibadly, for a usef.'] life.

We are vot vi those Whocondew.: Gus John- 
son as A Diunsier of malice and iptentiov. We 
have tery capital doubte if he was not the vic- 
tim of a monomania on the subject of biood- 
letting tha: rendered him virtually irres »onsi 
ble for hix actions. The whole course of f is life 
y—his brutal and numerous crimes—the marvel- 
lous g@ivbmess with which he confessed to all, 
and probebly more than all of the crimes, that 
he bad committed—his apxiety evento have 
himself believed a blood-thirstyand audacious 
murderer~—all these things, supported by the 
affidavits of the insanity of several of his moth- 
er’s relatives, and of his relatives as to his own 
insanity--and backed by the fact that a jury did 
at one time declare him to be Insaneand rent 
him to the asylum—‘hese thivgs, we say, raise 


more responsible for his crimes than is the mai 
dog that tcatters hydrophobia down a street. 
Herce, while we must endorse the stern decree 
of justice that bas brought him to the gallows, 
and most especially commend the brave aud de 
termined sction of Judge Urderwoodin com- 
passing the endsof justice, we must not be too 
hasty in condemni.ig Johnson es the monster 
phat his crimes might suggest that he was. 

A gentieman who was acquainted with John- 
son @li his life, and who hus taken no action 
in the maiter of commutation at ail. informed 
us ‘hat oe had the dest of reasons for believing 
that (fit had not been for the severe wound re- 
ceived bv Gus at the time of his difficulty with 
Mr Forcs, Le neyer would have committed the 
murders that are piled up egainst him. He says 
that he was present when the examination of 
the woords were made, and he is certain that 
be rem+tobers hearing the doctor say that ifa 
certala ball that remained in Johnson’s brain 
was not taken out he would become insane. 
The ball, the pbysiciau said, was resting in the 
base of the brain, This gentieman noticed no 
symptoms of the terrible mania that possess-d 
Johnson's alter life before he had received this 
wound 

With these prefatory remarks which 
we have thought best to make, we enter upon 
the story of Johnson's life. 

Tiere are some doubts as to when Johnson 
wes born. Hesays he wis born in 1853. We 
hev.: information, however, that he is 26 years 
old, which wcuid hae °52 the year of bis birth. 
He vas born in Cass county, near Barww, about 
18 miles from Certersville. His younger life was 
uveventtul, although he described himself with 
some pride as a constant fighter. He says he 
remembers he and Louis ‘lucker were aimost 
always fizhtfing, as echool boys. He was fre- 
qhently whipped when at school,and when his 
fa'ber went into the army he quit school and 
weot down to Thomas county, where he lived 
with hia cousing. He remained in Thomas 
cou.ty until near the close of the war, when he 
wentovir to Andersonviile prison. He says 
that he enjoyed himself over there very much, 
having ¢everal good hounds thet were used fre- 
quenty to catch prisoners with He was not

Finding that he would only drop five feet he 
insisted that they should lengthen the 
rope, stating that he did not want to be 
strangled to death. The drop being made seven 
feet, he asked the attending doctor if that fall 
was certain to break his neck. Up to the’ mo-

Pending his trial on this charge his nearest rel- 
atives asked that he be tried on a writof luna” 
cy.

He ercaped 
shortly aiterwards end came back to Floyd 
county. On the 9th of July, 1876, he was mar 
ried to Migs Annie King, a mest estimable 
young lacy of a highly respeetable fe mily.

THE STORY OF HIS MCRDERS. 

Itie hata to say just Low msavy murders 
JuBpson commities. Much of his r ughb-rid- 
ing was done through Chattooga couuly ata 
time when that mgion wes bardly accessible to 
seekers after information A turbuleut rem- 
nant of the so-called kuk!ux urgan: zation swept 
over the country, and mauy of the bloody se- 
crets of that time will remain secréts until tre 
end of t'me, 

Anothes reason for the indefiniteness that 
hangs around the victims of this remarkable 
man ig the fact that his a'tornies «nd reiations 
have nevir contested the truth of the charges 
that were brought against him; and never de- 
nied the troth of the thousand rumors that were 
put efloat. They re-ted their whole defense 
upoao the plea of iusauity, o: of a homic:dal ma- 
nia, amounting to insanity, and it rather heiped 
them to acquierc: in the wildest and most im- 
probable stories that were published or circula~ 
ted concerning him. They never offered any 
defence w the facts in tne case of the ferryman, 
Aiford. [fall the cases had been carried into 
court, and subjected to a close iegal investiga- 
tion, we shoud have been able w speak with 
positiveneesas } the number of men that have 
failen by the hand of this man. The pros3cu-~ 
tion did not bring them in, because the one case 
of Alford was sufficient to convict—the defense 
did not, because their case did not hinge upon 
taem, 

The third reason for the vaguene's that 
hangs about Johoson’s victims is the upre- 
liabliities and losses with Juohuson had talked, 


commission of crimes and denied to others the 
truth of these coufessions, It is impossible to 
decide when bc was telling the truth or when 
he was romavcing. He was exceedingly ford 
of talking, and if he hada gvuod llstener he 
would talk for hoursata time, Ii the Jistener 
showed any interest in hearing Lloody stories, 
Jounson would fill him to surfeit, He would 
go over Dumberiless crimes and with great gusto 
announce that be had committed them all. 
Some of these crimes imputed tohim depend 
entirely upon his own statements—sctch ar, for 
ins'ance, his exploits in Texas. 

Under thease Circumstances, the fol!owing nar- 

ative depencs;artial’y upon he confessious of 
Johnson, and confessious which he has den‘e4 
about as often as he hes affirmed tnem. 

The on y two murcers that appear to have been 
legaily pr ved upoa Johnson are the killing of 

Daniel Alford, and tne killing of the man Haunt, 
who wes allezed to have been a horse thief.

fod It was committed uuder the following 
circumstances : 

After Johnson's escape from the lunetic asy~ 
lum, he returned to Chattooga, where he speed- 
ily aimed himself with gun and pistol, and was 
in the habit of riding over the country in ful; 
equipment,and carrying a pretty high head. He 
comm tted no crime er outrage, but there was a 
genera! uneasiness when he was around, Those 
who bdeli:vid him really insane, were afraid of 
him on account of bis irresponsible condition, 
and those who did not, avoided him asa bad 
and vicious man. He wax accustomed torue 
things pretty much hisown way, and was ex- 
ceedingiy d»mineerirg. He was biutal two 
Megroes, but a rather pleasant compazion to 
those persons to whom he took a fancy, On the 
mornin. of the xv urder, he wesout on one of 
his rdes. He had with him a double-barreled 


very capital doubts as to whether he was 8Dy | shotgun: nda fiask of whisky. He fad been 


drinking a good dca), bu: was not intoxicated. 
Witnesses who met him declared that he waa in 
arather hilarious mood, and was hospitable 
with his flask, offering trink with great 
freedom. 

It seems that he impressed one negro into ser 
vice, aud made him carry his gun for some dis- 
tance, The negro was indignent, but trudged 
along without wuch protest. He was relieved 
at the whim of his castor, before the river was 
reached. When Johneon reached the river, he 
was desirous of crossing. He found that the 


ferryman on the shore conversing with a friend. 
He hal!ooed, and told Alford (the ferryman) to 
bring the boat oyer. Alford stepped into the 
boat and was preparing to pull the boat over, 
when Johnson with auoath, told him to be 
“pretty d—d quick.’’ The ferryman replied: 
“If you waut this boat brought over any fas- 
ter, you hau vetterc me acd biing it ycurself,”’ 
Johnson became very abgry at this, replied 
with an oath or two,and, at the same time, 
leveling his gun. The negro shouted: 

** Don’t you fool me with that gun!’ 

About this time Johnson, having taken delib- 
erate aim, fired, and the negro feli ip the boat 
and died ln a very short while, struck by a sin- 
gle shot, aud that passed through his heart, The 
negro who wasta king # the ferryman when 
Johnson came up feli at the discharge of the 
gun, justas Alford did. He was not injured, 
however, but explained that he merely dropped 
through excitement. Besides he and Alford 
there was « little negro on the bank of the river 
near them. 

On the side of the river, near Johnson, were 
one or two white mev and a group of negro 
school children. The sheOtiug was thus wit 
neszed by several persons. 

Johnson did not hurry away from the spot er 
attempt to escape from the country, He did: 
not try to conceal bis crime. 

He mounied his horse and made away, and 
shortly afterwards met an acquaictance He 
said to him: 

“Do you think this gun would kill a man 
across the river?’ 

Upon his ecqusintarce expressing an opinion, 


he said: 
*Beczune, if it will, I bave killed a nigger.”’ 


He went about the country for ‘ome time, and 
seemed careless of avofding the officers. He 
said when he was in jail, ‘They knew if they 
had touched me it wouid bave bee certain 
death to some of them,” 

The truth of the matter is that he was very 
careful to keep out of the way of the officers 
He weit into Alabama, eccompanie’ by his d«- 
voted young wife, where, for a time, they lived 
@ wild life, bidirg about in the woods. Return- 
ing to Chattooga coun y, he led a sec'uded life 
for awhile, and at last was caught asieep in the 
houre of a citizen of ihe county He was ar- 
rested by Mr. Kellett, the sheriff, and delivered 
to the authorities of Fioyd county. 

He was then put upcn trial for hislife. His 
counsel at first made some slight effuit to make 
a fight upon the facts of the murder, but soon 
abandoned this policy dnd set up insanity as 
their sole defense. Johnson was convicted of 
murder and sentenc:d to be hanged. - The scene 
in the court room as he was sentenced was 
quite exciting. He cursed the judge and solicitor 
in round terme, and swore that if he ever got 
loose be would kill them. Johuson’s counsel 
made some exceptions to the judgment of the 
court, based upon the fact that during the trial, 
the judge chacged the grand jury yery bitterly 
against murder and violence, in the presence of 
the jury that had the case of Johnson in hand. 
The supreme court promptly affirmed the judg- 
ment of the court below, sustaining Judge Un- 
derwood handsomely anc justiy. 

Tbe other murder which appears to be virtu- 
aliy proven ‘s the ‘‘ Hunt murder.” The foliow- 
lowing story of it seems to be well autbentica- 
ted : 

Dr. Withers, of Chattooga county offered a re- 
ward of $25 fora horse that had been stolen 
from him, and $25 for the thief. Shortly after 
the reward was cffered, Johnson brought back 
the horse and obtained the $25 reward. He then 
demanded the other $25 offercd for the thief

$25 reward. This murder was so atrccious and 
unprovoked that it was with difficulty that 
Johnson could get any ove to believe it when he 
gave the details of it with evident pride. 


David Beck, of Chaitooga, in writir g his cor- 


fession. just before he was bung, alluded to this 
crime to prove that there were worse men than 
he. He wrote as follows : 


“To kill a man without @ cause, 
And cut his ears from off his head, 
Cannot be eaid of D. L. Beck, 
When he lies with the dead.” 
The murder which seems next best accreditad, 


though never legally proven, isthe murder of an 
inc ffensive negro named Squire Foster. All the 
fac's 
we 
of reliabiliiy who hes for years been inti- 
mate and in the confidence of the family. His 
story is as followr®: One night Gus and a party 
of his boon companions, after having robbed a 
still, and were consequently in good spirits, 
passed Squire Foster’s hou-e. Gus insisted on 
having rome fun out of the old bed-ridden ne- 
gro, buta mejority of the crowd opposed his 
molesting the o'd negro. Johnson wexed warm 
stmeeting with oppotitionto his wishes, and 
swore that he would «ll the damned negro. 
He entered the house, ani his c mpanions, by 
trying to persuade him from persecuting the 
old fellow, simply made him dssperate, and at 
iast, toshow that he could nct be controlled by 
them. as he seid, comme: ced his fun by order 
irg him to dance. The old bed ridden darkie, 
not being able to get out of bed, could not com- 
ply with Jobnson’s command. Johnson, after 
some words, shot him through the head, and 
then picked up an ola sabre that the negro had 
ured to purch the fire with, literally hacked 
him to pieces. This unprovoked murder crea 
ted quite a commotion in Chattooga county. 
Governor Bullcek offered a reward of $5 000 for 
the parties who committed the murder. Jeff 
Johnson, 
men that were with Gus that night would turn 
State’s evidence and have him arrested for the 
sake of the reward, swore outawrit of lunacy 
again-t bim before the orJinary of Floyd coun- 
ty, and was represented by Judge Wright and 
Kirby.

JOHNBSON’S JAIL LIFE. 
Johnson’s life in jail was not uneventful. He 


was very impericus, aud irled to rule toe whele 
jail, butafrer he had measured arms once or 
tw ce with Captain Whit Anderson, was ¢asily 
mauaged. He was usually ch. erful, and alwe ys 
talkative. 
smile on his f:c3.- He was pretty noisy, and 
whenever the doctor entered he would salute 
him with—

Solitary confinement was his especial aver- 


sion. He was putinacell by himself, and beg- 
ged the sheriff to let some one in to taik to him, 
even if it was only ove of the little “niggers’’ 
playing abcuct in. the maiao hall.

When he was interrogated particaler’y as to 
the methods he wou 4 employ he said that cat- 
tie-stealing was a good business—ihat he oad 
made a heap of money ¢t it once, and then de- 
tailed the s’ory of killing a cattieedrover out in 
Texas after he had stoien a of bis 
drive of cattle. Father Quinlan, the Catholic 
priest, was aseiducus ino his attentions to John- 
son He at last eucceeded in ge'tirg him to 
Fromise that he would give consideration to 
the subject ot religion, and would try and pre- 
pare himself for death. There was little evi- 
dence of sincerity in the performance of this 
promise He wes accustomed to swear at the 
teaching of the priest, and frequentiy became 
impatient with bim. 

ie priest went to Rome on Thureday that he 
might be with him at the last moment as his 
spiriiual adviser. 

There is no duubt that Johnson was very op | 
ious to kili himse!f during the first month or 
cfnisimprisoument. He was continually seek. 
ing for some method by which he cculd end his 
life. Once, when a gentleman. who had been 
for yeare the friend of his family, was visiting 
him, he took from behind his ear a brass pen 
that he bad stuck there. He took this pen in 
hand and pulied the quill out, leaving a good- 
sized holiow in the brass handle. He gaid to 
this friend: 

‘*T wish you would take this penstaff out wiih 
you, On the pretence tha’ you ure going te get a 
new pen and bring it back to me filled with 
morphine’’ — 

The friend refused to do it, and Johnson 
asked Very vehemently, “ Well, by G—d, do you 
want to see me hung?’ 

At another time he asked this friend to slip 
bim in a little thumb-lancet. He said: ‘I have 
discovered where the femoral artery in the 
thign is, and I willcut it and bleed to death and 
save myself from the gallows.’’ His friend here 
told bim that he would consider it murder, if he 
were to furnish him anything with waich w 
teke his life, and that ne could not consider 
sucb a proposition. Some time afterw-rds he 
told this triend that he was gia’ he hadn't kilkd 
himself, end that he was determined ts die ou 
the sca ffoid, just to disgrace bis family. 


JOHNSON’S ESCAPE FROM JAIL. 


One of the mot remarkable escapes in the 
annals of jail breaking was the escape ¢ifected 
by Johnson from the Fulton county jail. He ar- 
sociated with himseif in this escape, Michaei 
Shaw, who is under sentence of death fur the 
murder of his wife. Itis reported that Shaw ts 
hi.aeelf the murderer of several persons besides 
his wife, having been the leadcr of a band of 
desperadoes in Baldwin county. He was for 
‘ome time in the same cell with Johuson. 

There has been considerable speculation as to 
how the prisoners Were supplicd with the in 
struments with which they cut throygn the 
prison wall, It seems to be agreed that some - 
one gayvea ciock tping, which is a riband of 
steel very closely co1ied, to young Lawrhe, who 
was inthe jail for counterfeiting, aud who was 
a very ékil ful workman in euch things He took 
this apriug, and by iempering it over his candie 
andjusing a small file, bad soon fashioned two 
tin ese he either sold or gaye to John- 
faud Shaw. It is said that he was ih 
the couspiracy cf escape with them, but that 
be left out of their cel’ the night{ou which 
the att°mpt was made, could aot go with them. 
It is also said that the sicel riband out of whych 
the saw was made was not a ciock spring but 
Was a corret sieel, and was slipped out of the 
corset of come femaie friend who had come to 
visit one of the prisouers 

At any rate, wit: these tiny saws, not as 
broad as a lady’s little finger, and as nerrow as a 
ribbon, the two men set to wcrk to saw throug 
the floor of their ceil, and through the solid var- 
of iron that lay beneath tne fluor Of courre it 
was awork of weeks. The inen Were at it in- 
cessenitly, one watching while the other worked 
4tliengtn they hed gone through the floor, 
reached the iron bars that lay beneath. No.niug 
daunted they wentto work. ‘he itile weth oi 
the saws gripped the strong iroa, and slowly but 
surely cut the r way through it They cat the 
bars iu two pieces eaca, euch cut being siantea 
towards the otner, so that the pieces could be 
easily re;laced when any oue was waiching. 
They were cut sonicely that if the floor had 
been lifted aud tbe bars examined, it could not 
have been detec'ed that ey were cut. 

When the fron floor aad beeu cut | hrough, the 
prisoners het i henmselves down into 
the basement. This is a dark and noxious 
apartment with only one smsl. bole for light or 
veuti'ation. The front part of the basement ie 
used a8 @ COuk-room and the rear part Kept 
wailed up. 4 ke prisoners, therefore, had per 
fect darkuess to work in. Their truubies were 
yet enormous, however. ‘ue wohv € basement 
was surrounded by a thick roca wali. which 
was suuk some distauce below the surlace of 
the ground {[t was neceassury to dig a tunnel 
eeveral feet directly down, vill the buttom of the 
hal, was reached ; then a tuunel at right angles 
was to be run until the outer edge wes reached 
when a third turn was to be made and a tunnel 
parailel to the first was cut until the opea 
giound ouwide the jail was reached. The meu 
Deu to work at Dight, of course. The mud here 
was very red and the suit of clothes in which 
they worked was stained toa brightred Upon 
slippiug out of tneir ceil at night the meu 
wou.d repair to their tuuucl aud tne ove that 
was toco the digging wouid strip in .he dark 
baement and put on the working suit. He 
would then Commence digging. using bis hands 
aud jittie viis of stick 10 lousen tue airt, When 
he had secured a 004 lot ot it he wou.d wrap it 
up in a blanke and hand it to his companion at 
Lbe top of ihe tanuel, wOo would Carry it wo Loe 
corner of the basemeut and empty it. He would 
then carry the blanket back for a fresu luad. 

In this tedicus ana bervic way the men worked 
along, throug! the cold, nizht afer night, until 
at length oue vight the dirt from tae outer side 
caved in upon Jonnson’s bead aud he strugg!iug 
th:ough it, looked up aud saw toat be was free. 
lustexd of pushing ahead, be strugg ed through 
the fallen dir’, and went back afier his friend 
Shaw. Together they emerged from the hole 
apd stood in the cpen jail yard. There were two 
troubies stilahe d. They had to ecaile the 
high jail yard fence, and had to encounter the 
dogs uf the jail yard. By some incase or other 
they kept ilese fatter quietaad by spiiciog their 
ved clotues vhey *+Caied the wais. Ovce our-~ 
side Lney were iree. 

A curious phase of Johnson’s character here 
shows iiself, if the report be true, as given by 
himself and Shaw. I: is said that John:ou was 
no soouer free than bis olu passion for turbu- 
lei.ce and olood shed Came OVer him again. He 
wauted to go back aud &i.] the jailer. Being per- 
suaded out of thie raciisu uuderiaking, he then 
insi-ted upvu los fing about Loe streeisiu ths hope 
that they could fina a policeman. They bad a 
rezor wiih them, with which they hr ped to gil! 
the pol ceinan that they might siZ3 ais arms. 
Shaw Was opposed to ‘his murderous proceeding 
he say#, but Jounsoninsisied upon i.. He said 
(bat as soon as he saw a policeman, he wuuid 
walk up io him aua sit his throat with ihe 
rezur,. ud get his srs. In any event, they 
loicered about the city uotii uearly dawn, Tney 
then siarted for the country. 

‘Their capivre was quite a simple effair A 
negro nad beeu informed by one ui the sheriff's 
parties of the escape «an. the appearance of the 
fugiives, saw two meu skuiking along the road, 
and believed them io be murderers. He at ouce 
gave the informa ‘ion to his brother and ordered 
him to cut through the woods, get ahead of the 
fugitives, and uolify the peup.e of Powder 
Springs io be ready for them.

wiy’s lis, He tried on .hree ori .ar cGcasions 
0 take hisown life. Once he shot hi.aself in 
the aim, audat anoier ‘ime cut ¢ fl ene of his 
floge rs. She was in coutinnsi fear that he would 
eiuser kili bimseil or some memper of the fam- 
ily, Aud wl aat Was obliged \o send for the sher- 
iff and ask that he be taken in charge. During 
his father’s iife, he was somewhat under his 
cobtrol, After his father bai been killed, he 
became more and more unmanageable. The mys 
tery that buug about his father’s death irritated 
him greatly. He was continually searchmg for 
these murderers, as ue Cui'ed them, and declared 
just befure bis deacb that hig . oly ambition was 
wo kill these men. He said that he wuuld be 
willing to die if he could only mp the 
revenge of his father’s death. The affidavits of 
nis friendsand relatives who swore ihat they 
believed him to be insane, made a very strong 
case, and had they zone before the governor un- 
ontradicted, would have had a powerful eff ci. 
It may be added that the men who capiured 
him when he was escaping with Shaw, they 
would swear they belieyed he was insane when 
they caught him. 

In opposition to this, however, there was sub- 
mitted tue affidavitsof a+ umber of other peo- 
pie, who deciared that rag ine - known bim weil 
they believed him to be perfectly responsible. 
They agreed, the most of them, thathe had a 
fierée homicidal passion, put deid thatic was 
00§ 80 OVerpowering as lO make him irresponsi- 
bie? and that even this mania was asnully de 
Veluped by strong and excessive drinking One 
enti.men ewore that he had been spproac! ed 
y Johnson after the kiljlog of the negro Alfred, 
and wastold by Johnson that he intended to get 
out of that scrape by playing crazy — that 
he had already got out of one fcrepe 
that way, and it was the easicst way 
to doit. Otheis swore that he had told them 
that it .was the easiest thing in the worid to 
fool people on being crezy, and thus get out o: 
dificuiues. The voctor whuvattended him when 
he was down with the wound that was said to 
uare Caused insanity, stated thatthe woud aid 
not produce and cou!d not have produced insan- 
ity. Ths special affidavits were: up» rid by 
the genernl (esiimony oj several ac quaiulauces 
aud some relatives, woo declared they belleved 
him to be responsibie and sane 

the attorneys ior Johnson went before the 
governor aud did ali that could ve done to save 
him, but the governor, having carefuily weighed 
the kstimony, decided that he would nut inter- 
fere. This decision was rendered on Tuesday 
last, and after that time there was no possibie 
hope for the prisoner except in the wild and 
reckiess possibility of ‘‘a rescue ’"’ 


W48 ANY RESCUING PARTY ORGANIZED? 
It is @ question as to Whether any pariy was 
ever formed for the purpose of rescuing Gus 
Johuson from the hands of the law. 
We have no cirect testimony bearing uron 
this polut. Ilcis certain, however, that Judze 
Underwood and sherift Jenkins very serious); 
pprehended that such an attempt would be 
made. They wrote to thesheriff of Faiton that 
they had information that a band of 27 men had 
been furmed for the purpose of rescuing Joun- 
apn, and that the members comprising it were 
very desperate men, and would not hesitate at 
avy danger to save their friend from the gai- 
lows. They stated that this company invited 
three more men, and had cffeed $300 uv ge tthree 
men to join thea.

MacEvoy Respited After His Neck 
was Placed in the Noose 


Robert MacEvoy was saved from the 
gall.ws by ahair’s breadih at Aiken, South 
Carolina, on yeeterday. He was sentenced to 
be bung for the murder of Capwin J J Gregg, 
wh ch occurred on the 20th of April, 1876. 

THE STORY OF THE CRIME 


The killing cf Captain Gregg was an unpro- 
voked and brutal murder. He had been thesru- 
perintendent of the Graniteville factory. Mac- 
Evoy’s family was poor, and several of ita mem- 
bers were employed in the factory. While a 
small boy, Robert MecEvoy, was employed in 
Giegg’s office as an ertand boy. One 
day while playing near the railroad, he fell 
upon the track and was caught beneath the 
train. His leg was badly crushed, and ampata- 
tion became necessary. While he wass ck from 
this accident he was taken into Captain Gregg’s 
house and nursed by Mrs. Gregg. 

After he had recovered re went off to ‘Texas, 
and led a roeming and it is ssid a yery reckless 
life. He returned to Graniteville a sbort time 
before Lhe marder ‘Was committed. 

Op the 20th of April, the stockholders of the 


factory went up to Graniteville on a 
tour of inspection. Captain Gregg 
accom panied them. While the 


crowd was making the rounds of tae factory, 
Gregg remained in the office. He was alone ia 
the room, but President Hickman and Mr. J. M. 
Clark were in the adjoining room. 
While he was sitting there, Robert MacEvoy 
HOBBLAD IN THE DOOR ON His CRUTCHES, 
and made some ircoberent remark about 
Gre gg’s course toward bis sister. Gregg laughed 
at this, and then MecEvoy attacked bim about 
having made sume charges against his honesty 
while he? was in hisempioy. Gregg said he 
had made no such charge. MacEvoy still 
deflant and sulky, fired at Gregg, draw- 
wg his pistol suddenly. The firat 
ball didn’t wound Gregg fatally, but the second 
entered the pit of his stomach and infinted a 
inortal wound. Gregg, who had tried to get be- 
hind the safe door, ugtil he could draw his pis 
tol, now drew itand stepped forward and shot 
at McEvoy, who therenpon retrea‘ed. When 
questioned about it, McKvoy saidhe would 
»noot atany man that tried to shoot him. He 
was arrested, tried and convicted. He escaped 
from jail twoor three times, but being on 
crutches was a'ways retaken. He was defiant, 
sulky and irrelizious to the last Capt. Gregg 
died in 24 hours after being wounded. 
He was @ gallant, geuercus man, and greavy 
beloved. He married a daughter of Gov

—To destroy bugs on squash or cu~ 
cumber vines, dissolve a tablespoonful 
of saltpetre in a pailful of water, put 
one pint of this around each hill, shap 
ing the earth so that it will not spread 
much, and the thing is done. Use more 
saltpetre if you can afford it—is good 
for vegetables but death to animal life. 
The bugs burrow in the earth at night 
and failto risein the morning. Ii is 
also good to kill the “grub” in peacn 
trees—only use twice as much, say a 
quart or two to each tree. There was 
not a yellow or blistered leaf on twe ve 
or fifteen trees to vi hich it was applied 
last season. No danger of killing any 
vegetables with it—a concentrated so- 
iution applied to beans makes the 
grow wonderfully. 

—When using a fine boar of an im- 
proved breed upon the coa:s:r 6 w: of 
Our common stock, we invariably get 
combined all the excellent qualitie: of 
the former with the good nursing, di» 
gestion and prolific qnalities of the lat- 
ter, and obtain the most rapid growing 
and profitable pig that can be desired.
